I| THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 
is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the conferring of 
the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 
In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor’s gown is characterized by full, 
pointed sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer 
of the sleeve behind; the doctor's gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features 
bell sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member’s highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or status. 
The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a cap, so 
the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn but in recent 
years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most 
of these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black 
with school colors, and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European 
academic dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession. 


The audience will rise when the procession moves down the aisle.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


I| RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY 


This commencement we honor the members of our faculty who are retiring: Heather Hogan, 


Elesa Rosasco, and Karen Sutton. 


Together these individuals have devoted 112 years of service to Oberlin, and we will miss them. It is 
an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions they have made to the 


academic community. 


HEATHER Hogan, Professor of History 

A labor and social historian of Russia and the Soviet Union, Heather Hogan earned a PhD at the University 
of Michigan and began teaching at Oberlin in 1981. Her scholarship has been supported by grants from 

the National Endowment for the Humanities and the Social Science Research Council. Her publications 
include Forging Revolution: Metalworkers, Managers, and the State in St. Petersburg, 1890-1914 (Indiana 
University Press, 1993). Hogan’s teaching was recognized with a Distinguished Teaching Award in 2000. 

At Oberlin, she has served as associate dean (2010-13); chair of the history department (2002-06); and a 
member of the Committee on Faculty Roles, Responsibilities, and Rewards (2000-02). Hogan also served 
several terms on the College Faculty Council. 


Exesa Rosasco, Associate Professor of Dance 

Elesa Rosasco earned a Master of Fine Arts degree at the University of Michigan and joined the Oberlin 
dance faculty in 1978. She has been awarded numerous individual artist grants from the Ohio Arts 
Council for choreography. Throughout her time at Oberlin, Rosasco taught all levels of classical ballet, 
contemporary dance, improvisation, and choreography. She also created original work for the Oberlin 
Dance Company. 


KAREN SUTTON, Professor of Psychology 

Karen Sutton earned a PhD at Syracuse University, completed her internship at Kings County Hospital- 
SUNY Downstate Medical Center, and received postdoctoral training at SUNY at Stony Brook. 

Initially hired in a joint appointment with the Department of Psychology and the Counseling Center, 
she progressed through the academic ranks to become a psychology professor. Sutton taught courses 

in personality, health psychology, psychotherapy, and developmental psychopathology; supervised 
students working in clinical practica with developmentally challenged children and mentally challenged 
adults; and served as chair of the psychology department. Her research focused on issues of behavioral 
medicine and included eating disorders, body image disturbances, and obesity. She received National 
Institutes of Health grants to complete research on patients with diseases caused or exacerbated by 
obesity. Karen has three children: Andrew, Daniel, and Melissa Simon 03. 
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II | CANDIDATE FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


CLYDE OWAN ’79 

Since his graduation, Clyde Owan, a longtime Oberlin College volunteer and advocate, has been generous 
with his time, talent, and heart to support Oberlin and strengthen alumni connections. He has served in 
nearly every volunteer role the Alumni Association has had to offer, whether as an organizer of events in 
the Washington, D.C., area or as a leader in service to the Alumni Association. 


For decades, Owan served as an alumni admissions volunteer, acting especially as a mentor for students 
of color. He was an associate class agent, a member of reunion gift committees, and a member of national 
campaign steering committees for Oberlin, including the current I]luminate campaign. Regionally, Owan 
has organized more local alumni activities than any other volunteer in Oberlin’s history. He served as 
regional coordinator of the Oberlin Club of Washington, D.C., on five occasions and, since 1988, has been 
the driving force in the club’s sustained success. Under his leadership, the club has been Oberlin’s most 
active alumni community; alumni are engaged in a wide range of programs that promote goodwill and 
reflect Oberlin’s values. 


As a leader in the Alumni Association, Owan has advanced alumni support of Oberlin. He served on the 
Trustee Search Committee from 1990 to 1994 and the Admissions Advisory Committee from 1994 to 1996. 
As a member of the Awards Committee from 2007 to 2013, he was influential in gaining recognition for 
alumni volunteers. He served as treasurer of the Alumni Association from 1996 to 2000 and as president 
from 2001 to 2003. In that role, he guided the association into the era of electronic communications to save 
time, money, and trees. He also made strengthening regional alumni communities a continuing priority. 


Owan has also served as a trustee of Oberlin Shansi, supporting its quest to promote international 
understanding through educational exchanges. He initiated a project to document and honor the 
experiences of Japanese American students who left World War II internment camps and were welcomed 
for study by Oberlin College. As Alumni Association president, Owan used the occasion of a special 
Oberlin 9/11 publication to highlight the racial hysteria of World War II and warn against a similar rush 
toward demonizing and scapegoating. Also an avid photographer, his photographs have been used in 
more alumni publications than those of any other alumni volunteer. Finally, he established an endowed 
scholarship that supports Oberlin’s commitment to accessibility for students of all backgrounds. 


Owan holds a Master of Science in Foreign Service degree from the School of Foreign Service at 
Georgetown University and a Master of Arts degree from U.S. Naval War College. His distinguished career 
in public service includes national security assignments at the Department of the Navy, the Department of 
Defense, the Department of Homeland Security, and the National Intelligence Council. 


III | CANDIDATE FOR THE AWARD FOR 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 


HELEN THOMPSON TAYLOR ’55 

Helen Thompson Taylor has served as a mentor to young teachers entering the workforce, an endeavor she 
began after retiring in 1999 from the Boston Public Schools, where she worked as an instrumental and 
vocal music teacher for grades kindergarten through six. There, she worked closely with children of Asian 


families who had moved to the city to work in the food service industry. 


While teaching, Thompson Taylor applied for and received a grant for band instruments. After four 
years, the school band performed for the mayor of Boston and its city council. During this same period, 
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Thompson Taylor accompanied a class of young musicians in giving senior recitals at the Boston High 
School of the Performing Arts. This type of community service—apart from her regular teaching duties— 


prepared her for later work in Oberlin. 


Exactly three days into her retirement, Thompson Taylor, while dining with friends, said she had been 
asked to work with a 22-year-old Oberlin graduate who'd had no teaching experience. She agreed. Thus 
began a long association both advising high school students interested in teaching and mentoring young 
college graduates eager to work in classrooms in Oberlin and other school systems. 


Thompson Taylor is a graduate of the Oberlin Conservatory of Music. She later attended Boston University, 
earning a master’s degree in music in 1956. She studied for several years with organist James David 
Christie, now chair and professor of organ at the Oberlin Conservatory. 


IV | HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JEREMY DENK ’90, Doctor of Music 

One of America’s most thought-provoking, multifaceted, and compelling artists, pianist Jeremy Denk is 
the winner of a 2013 MacArthur “Genius” Fellowship, the 2014 Avery Fisher Prize, and Musical America's 
2014 Instrumentalist of the Year award. He has appeared as soloist with the Los Angeles Philharmonic, 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, and the symphony orchestras of Boston, Chicago, San Francisco, and 
London, and he regularly gives recitals in New York, Washington, Boston, Philadelphia, and throughout 
the United States. 


In 2014 Denk served as music director of the Ojai Music Festival, for which, besides performing and 
curating, he conceived of and wrote the libretto for a comic opera, The Classical Style: An Opera (of Sorts), 
performed to critical acclaim at the June premiere at Ojai and again at Carnegie Hall’s Zankel Hall in 
December. Denk’s second Nonesuch Records album, Bach: Goldberg Variations, reached No. 1 on Billboard’s 
Classical Chart and was featured in “Best of 2013” lists by the New Yorker and the New York Times. 


Denk is known for his original and insightful writing on music, which has appeared in the New Yorker, the 
New Republic, the Guardian, and on the front page of the New York Times Book Review. Recounting his 
experiences of touring, performing, and practicing, his blog, Think Denk, was recently selected for inclusion 
in the Library of Congress web archives. For his work as a writer and pianist, Out magazine included Denk 
on its “Out 100” list celebrating the most compelling people of 2013. 


In 2012, Denk made his Nonesuch debut with a pairing of masterpieces old and new: Beethoven's final 
Piano Sonata No. 32, Op. 111, and Gyorgy Ligeti’s Etudes. The album was named one of the best of 2012 by 
the New Yorker, NPR, and the Washington Post, and Denk’s account of the Beethoven sonata was selected by 
BBC Radio 3's Building a Library as the best available version recorded on modern piano. Denk has a long- 
standing attachment to the music of American visionary Charles Ives, and his recording of Ives’ two piano 
sonatas was featured in many “best of the year” lists. In March 2012, Denk appeared as soloist in the San 


Francisco Symphony’s American Mavericks festival, and he recorded Henry Cowell’s Piano Concerto with 
the orchestra. 


Denk has toured frequently with violinist Joshua Bell, and their recently released Sony Classical album, 
French Impressions, won the 2012 Echo Klassik award. He also collaborates regularly with cellist Steven 
Isserlis ‘80 and has appeared at numerous festivals, including the Italian and American Spoleto festivals, 
and the Santa Fe Chamber Music, Verbier, Ravinia, Tanglewood, Aspen Music, and Mostly Mozart festivals. 


A double-degree student at Oberlin, Denk earned additional degrees at Indiana University and the 
Juilliard School. He lives in New York City. This year, he launched a four-season tenure as an artistic 


partner of the Saint Paul Chamber Orchestra and made debuts with the Cleveland Orchestra and the 
New York Philharmonic. 


Tuomas W. EBBESEN ’76, Doctor of Science 

Thomas Ebbesen is known for his pioneering research on nanostructured materials, for which he 
has received numerous awards. In 2014, he was the laureate of the Kavli Prize in Nanoscience for 
his transformative contributions to the field of nano-optics in recognition of the discovery of the 
extraordinary transmission of light through tiny holes. This is a phenomenon that has numerous 
fundamental consequences, with applications ranging from biomedical sensors and imaging to 
optoelectronics. 


Ebbesen was born in Oslo, Norway, and moved with his parents to Paris at the age of 10. After graduating 
from high school, he took a year off, traveling the world working as a sailor on a ship before arriving in 
Oberlin in 1973. He majored in biology and chemistry and pursued extracurricular activities such as 
setting up OPAC, the photography cooperative. During his last year, he took a very inspiring course that 
made him decide to pursue physical chemistry upon graduation. At Oberlin, he also met Masako Hayashi 
°76, a pianist in the conservatory with whom he has shared his life ever since. Their daughters, Mika and 
Saya, graduated from Oberlin in 2007. 


After earning a PhD at Pierre & Marie Curie University in Paris, Ebbesen worked in academic and 
corporate research institutions such as the NEC Fundamental Research Laboratory (Japan) and NEC 
Research Institute (Princeton) before moving in 1999 to Strasbourg, France, the birthplace of John Frederic 
Oberlin. There, he helped build a new laboratory at the University of Strasbourg, which he headed from 
2005 to 2012. He is currently the director of the University of Strasbourg Institute for Advanced Study and 
the International Center for Frontier Research in Chemistry. He holds the chair of physical chemistry of 
light-matter interactions. He has been elected to the Norwegian Academy of Science and Letters and the 
French Academy of Science. 


MARIAN WRIGHT EDELMAN, Doctor of Humanities 

Marian Wright Edelman, founder and president of the Children’s Defense Fund (CDF), has been an 
advocate for disadvantaged Americans her entire professional life. Under her leadership, CDF has become 
the nation’s strongest voice for children and families. The Children’s Defense Fund’s Leave No Child 
Behind mission aims to ensure every child “a Healthy Start, a Head Start, a Fair Start, a Safe Start, and a 
Moral Start” in life and successful passage to adulthood with the help of caring families and communities. 


Edelman, a graduate of Spelman College and Yale Law School, began her career in the mid-1960s when, 

as the first black woman admitted to the Mississippi Bar, she directed the NAACP Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund office in Jackson, Mississippi. In 1968, she moved to Washington, D.C., as counsel for 
the Poor People’s Campaign that the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. began organizing before his death. She 
founded the Washington Research Project, a public interest law firm and the parent body of the Children’s 
Defense Fund. For two years she served as director of the Center for Law and Education at Harvard 
University and in 1973 created the CDF. 


Edelman served on the board of trustees of Spelman College, which she chaired from 1976 to 1987, and 
she was the first woman elected by alumni as a member of the Yale University Corporation, serving from 
1971 to 1977. She has received more than 100 honorary degrees and many awards, including the Albert 
Schweitzer Humanitarian Prize, the Heinz Award, and a MacArthur Foundation Prize Fellowship. 


In 2000, she received the Presidential Medal of Freedom, the nation’s highest civilian award, and the 
Robert F. Kennedy Lifetime Achievement Award for her writings, some of which include: Families in Peril: 
An Agenda for Social Change; The Measure of Our Success: A Letter to My Children and Yours; Guide My 
Feet: Meditations and Prayers on Loving and Working for Children; Stand for Children; Lanterns: A Memoir 
of Mentors; Hold My Hand: Prayers for Building a Movement to Leave No Child Behind; I'm Your Child, God: 
Prayers for Our Children; I Can Make a Difference: A Treasury to Inspire Our Children; and The Sea Is So 
Wide and My Boat Is So Small: Charting a Course for the Next Generation. 


Edelman is a board member of the Robin Hood Foundation and the Association to Benefit Children. 
She is a member of the Council on Foreign Relations, the American Philosophical Society, the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, and the Institute of Medicine of the National Academy of Sciences. 


She is married to Peter Edelman, a professor at Georgetown University Law Center. They have three sons 


and four grandchildren. 


RoBERT JERVIS 62, Doctor of Humanities 

Robert Jervis is the Adlai E. Stevenson Professor of International Politics at Columbia University. His 

most recent book is Why Intelligence Fails: Lessons from the Iranian Revolution and the Iraq War (Cornell 
University Press, 2010). His System Effects: Complexity in Political Life (Princeton University Press, 1997) 
was a co-winner of the APSA’s Psychology Section Best Book Award, and The Meaning of the Nuclear 
Revolution (Cornell University Press, 1989) won the Grawemeyer Award for Ideas Improving World Order. 
He also is the author of Perception and Misperception in International Politics (Princeton University Press, 
1976), The Logic of Images in International Relations (Princeton University Press, 1970; 2d ed., Columbia 
University Press, 1989), The Illogic of American Nuclear Strategy (Cornell University Press, 1984), and 
American Foreign Policy in a New Era (Routledge, 2005). He was president of the American Political 
Science Association in 2000-01 and has received career achievement awards from the International Society 
of Political Psychology and ISA's Security Studies Section. 


In 2006 Jervis received the National Academy of Science’s triennial award for behavioral sciences 
contributions to avoiding nuclear war. He was a Guggenheim Fellow in 1978-79 and is a fellow of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science, the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, the 
American Academy of Political and Social Science, and the American Philosophical Society. He received 
an honorary degree from the University of Venice in 2014. He chairs the Historical Review Panel for the 
CIA and is an intelligence community associate. His current research includes the nature of beliefs, IR 
theory and the Cold War, and the links between signaling and perception. After Oberlin, he earned a 
master’s degree and PhD at the University of California at Berkeley in 1963 and 1968, respectively. 


ROBERT KUTTNER 65, Doctor of Letters 

Robert Kuttner is cofounder and coeditor of The American Prospect magazine and professor of social policy 
at Brandeis University’s Heller School. He was a longtime columnist for Business Week and continues to 
write columns for Huffington Post, the Boston Globe, and the New York Times international edition. He was 
a founder of the Economic Policy Institute and serves on its board and executive committee. 


Kuttner is the author of 10 books, most recently Debtors’ Prison: The Politics of Prosperity Versus Possibility 
(2013). His other books include the 2008 New York Times bestseller Obama’s Challenge: America’s 
Economic Crisis and the Power of a Transformative Presidency. His best-known earlier book is Everything 
for Sale: the Virtues and Limits of Markets (1997), which received a Page One review in the New York Times 
Book Review. He has begun work on a new book, Capitalism, Globalism and Democracy. 


Articles he has authored have appeared in the New York Times Magazine and Book Review, the Atlantic, 
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Harpers, the New Republic, New York Review of Books, the New Yorker, New York Magazine, Mother 
Jones, Village Voice, CommonWealth, Dissent, Foreign Affairs, New Statesman, Political Science Quarterly. 
Columbia Journalism Review, Harvard Business Review, and Challenge. He has also contributed major | 
articles to the New England Journal of Medicine as a national policy correspondent. 


Kuttner is the winner of the Sidney Hillman Journalism Award, the John Hancock Award for Financial 
Writing, the Jack London Award for Labor Writing, and the Paul Hoffman Award of the United Nations 
Development Program for his lifetime work on economic efficiency and social justice. He earned a 
bachelor’s degree with highest honors in government at Oberlin and a master’s with distinction in political 
science at the University of California at Berkeley. He also attended the London School of Economics and 
holds an honorary doctorate from Swarthmore College. He lives in Boston with his wife, Joan Fitzgerald, 
professor of public policy at Northeastern. His late wife was psychologist and author Sharland Trotter 
Kuttner. He has two adult children, Gabriel Kuttner and Jessica Kuttner, and five grandchildren. 


MIcHELLE OBAMA, Doctor of Humanities 
When people ask First Lady Michelle Obama to describe herself, she doesn’t hesitate to say that first and 
foremost, she is Malia and Sasha’s mom. 


But before she was a mother—or a wife, lawyer, or public servant—she was Fraser and Marian Robinson’s 
daughter. The Robinsons lived in a brick bungalow on the South Side of Chicago. Fraser was a pump 
operator for the Chicago Water Department, and, despite being diagnosed with multiple sclerosis at a 
young age, rarely missed a day of work. Marian stayed home to raise Michelle and her older brother, Craig, 
skillfully managing a busy household filled with love, laughter, and important life lessons. 


A product of Chicago public schools, Michelle Robinson studied sociology and African American studies 
at Princeton University. After graduating from Harvard Law School in 1988, she joined the Chicago law 
firm Sidley & Austin, where she later met Barack Obama, the man who would become the love of her life. 


After a few years, she decided her true calling was working with people to serve their communities and 
their neighbors. She served as assistant commissioner of planning and development in Chicago's City Hall 
before becoming the founding executive director of the Chicago chapter of Public Allies, an AmeriCorps 
program that prepares youth for public service. 


In 1996, Obama joined the University of Chicago with a vision of bringing campus and community 
together. As associate dean of student services, she developed the university's first community service 
program, and under her leadership as vice president of community and external affairs for the University 
of Chicago Medical Center, volunteerism skyrocketed. She has continued her efforts to support and inspire 


young people during her time as First Lady. 


In 2014, Obama launched the Reach Higher Initiative, an effort to inspire young people across America 
to take charge of their future by completing their education past high school, whether at a professional 
training program, a community college, or a four-year college or university. Reach Higher aims to ensure 
that all students understand what they need to complete their education by working to expose students to 
college and career opportunities; helping them understand financial aid eligibility; encouraging academic 
planning and summer learning opportunities; and supporting high school counselors who do essential 
work to help students gain admission to college. 

In 2010, Obama launched Let’s Movel, bringing together community leaders, educators, medical 
professionals, parents, and others in a nationwide effort to address the challenge of childhood obesity. In 
2011, she and Jill Biden came together to create Joining Forces, a nationwide initiative calling all Americans 
to rally around service members, veterans, and their families and support them through wellness, 


education, and employment opportunities. 
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ALLISON VULGAMORE 80, Doctor of Music 
Allison Vulgamore, president and chief executive officer of the Philadelphia Orchestra Association, 1s 


driven by her deep passion for the transformative power of orchestral music and is known as a strategic 


and collaborative leader with a global vision. 


Since 2010 Vulgamore has guided the Philadelphia Orchestra through a radically changing cultural 
environment and financial landscape, while maintaining the core principles and artistic excellence of 
this world-renowned ensemble. An artistic visionary, she recruited conductor Yannick Nezet-Seguin 
to be the music director of the orchestra—the eighth in its 115-year history—and appointed Charles 
Dutoit conductor laureate. She has brought innovative thinking to the Philadelphia Orchestra, 
spearheading several important strategic initiatives, including “theater of a concert” presentations— 
the inclusion of dramatic multimedia and lighting effects and theatrical elements, all designed to 
enhance the concert experience. 


The orchestra’s historic connection with the People’s Republic of China has thrived under Vulgamore’s 
leadership with the signing of a long-term partnership with the National Centre for the Performing Arts 
in Beijing, as well as the launch of unprecedented residency programs in 2012, 2013, and 2014. Previously, 
she served as president and CEO of the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra (ASO) for more than 15 years. In 
2000 Vulgamore and the ASO established the Creative Partnership, a leadership model that attracted 
music director Robert Spano 84 and principal guest conductor Donald Runnicles to Atlanta, sparking 
collaborations with today’s leading composers, orchestras, artists, and recording companies. 


In 2004, under Vulgamore’s guidance, the ASO embraced financial diversification as a creative approach to 
managing an American orchestra in the face of mounting fiscal pressures by acquiring SD&A Teleservices, 
Inc., the nation’s oldest and largest provider of telemarketing and telefundraising services to cultural and 
cause-based nonprofits. In 2008 she oversaw the design, construction, and opening of North Atlanta’s 
Verizon Wireless Amphitheatre at Encore Park, a 12,000-seat state-of-the-art venue, designed not only to 
be the orchestra's summer home but also to be a significant revenue generator. 


Vulgamore joined the Board of Overseers of the Curtis Institute of Music in 2010 and is an honorary 
trustee of Oberlin College, having served on its board for 12 years. Most recently, in 2014, she was selected 
as one of 31 business leaders named Philadelphia Business Journal Women of Distinction. 


Within the orchestra field, she has chaired the Orchestra Management Fellowship Program of the 
League of American Orchestras, and she continues to be a frequent contributor to seminars on artistic 
planning, strategic planning, and governance culture. In 2006 she was accepted into the A.W. Mellon 
Foundation’s Orchestra Forum Executive Leadership Development Program, a selective two-year 


program developed in conjunction with the Center for Creative Leadership and the Institute for Cultural 
Policy and Practice at Virginia Tech.
